On  the  first  few  occasions,  tho  night  bombings  did  not  cause  any 
unrest.  However,  the  twenty  od  stafings  and  bombings*  on  the  morning 


of  24  October,  of  the  faetory  areas,  harbour  and  shipping  at  SAMDAXAH , 
had  a  very  demoralizing  effect,  especially  upon  tho  factory  labourers 
and  ships'  crows.  As  a  result,  all  these  ran  away  up-country, 
necessitating  the  closing  of  tho  fnstory. 

The  recruiting  of  labourors  for  tho  oresont  allocation  to  the 
various  airfiolds  proved  very  difficult,  because  it  followed  tho 
abovonontionod  bombings,  which  have  mode  the  labourers  reluct Ant  to 
accopt  Army  w^rk. 

Sovor.  of  tho  factory  labourers  and  others  who  load  been  recruited 
after  many  diff iculties ,  woro  killed  by  the  30  airplanes  which  attacked 
the  airfield  on  30  October.  As  a  result, 200  or  more  labourers  ran  away 
on  tho  same  day.
